Representative Crain Talks of the Situa- 
tion. 


HE WAS AN ARDENT CLEVELAND MAN, 


But the Fact Has Been Forced 


Upon Him 


THAT DAVID B. HILL HOLDS THE CARDS 


Which Will Ba Played for Victory in the 
Great Presidential Campaign 
of 1892. 


‘Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—fepre- 
sentative Crain, of Texas, who was the 
manager of Mr. Mills’s canvass for the speaker- 
ship, and has been regarded as a Cleve- 
land man, believes now that Mr. Hill or Mr. 
Gorman will be the nominees. 

‘When I left Texas to come to congress,”’ 
he said today, “I think the general sentiment 
of the democracy was favorable to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. Siuce the action of 
the democratic convention of New York, 
however, that sentiment appears to havo 
undergone a considerable change, judging 
from newspaper and other public expressions 
and opinion. The drift of sentiment seems to 
be tending toward Senator Hill.”’ 

Gorman or Hill? 

‘‘Whom do you prefer?” he was asked. 

“My preference would be efther Gorman or 
Hiil),”’ he replied. ‘The former has demon- 
etrated on the floor of the senate that he is a 
statesman of the highest order, and his great 
and successful management of the minority in 
the celebrated debate upon the force bill has en- 
deared hii to the people of the south, and to 
the lovers of constitutional liberty everywhere. 
The only possible objection—and I do not con- 
sider it tenable—which oould be urged against 
him is thatof locality. He would be asplendid 
standard bearer. I would support Senator Hill 
because of his qualifications and his avaitabil- 
ity. For years he has been the governor of 
the greatest state in the union, and has been 
confronted by republican legislatures. 

“His public actsand his executive papers 
have demonstrated beyond question his fitness 
and capacity for the high office of president. 
The man who has successfully and creditably 
governed the state of New York is assuredly 
qualified to be president of the United States. 
It is urged against him that he is a shrewd 
political manager. So he is. But is that a 
yalid objection ? 


,,1f 80,it applies with equal force to Mr. Gor- 


man. What(the democrats need is shrewd 


political managers. It was Senator Gorman’s. 


shrewd political management that enabled Mr. 
Cleveland to make the white house his home 
for four years, and it was Senator Hill’s 
shrewdj political management that for the first 
time since the war, brought New York 
into the democratic colunm, and removed 
that state from the doubtful list in the 
presidential contest. It was his shrewd polit- 
ical management that gave New York a dem- 
ocratic representative in the senate of the 
United States. It is not often that we find a 
man who possesses a combination of the quali- 
fications of political leadership and of states- 
mansbip. Both Gorman and Hill are men of 
this character. The availability of Scnator 
Hill must be apparent to every fair-minded 
democrat who is familiar with his record and 
the political condition of the country. 

‘He Has Never Met Defeat. 

‘‘ffe has never been defeated for a state 
oftice in New York, and there is no reason to 
believe that he will be if nominated for the 
presidency. Can the same be said of any 
of the other gentlemen whose names are men- 
tioned in connection with the nomination? It 
has been charged that he and Tammany 
knifed Cleveland in the last contest, and that 
Hiill is under the control of Tammany. The 
falsity of these propositions is manifest from 
an inspection of the record of the votes cast 
for Cleveland in 1884 and in 1888 respectively. 
Hie vote fell off in the latter year in counties 
in the interior where he had been 
strong in 1884 and actually increased 
by about twelve thousand in New York, 
where Hill and Tammany were supposed 
to be all-powerful. Cleveland’s vote also di- 
ininhished in Brooklyn, where the democratic 
organization is belieyed to have béen hostile 
to Tammany. 

A Man Who Can Be Eleéted. 

‘We ofthe south want aman nominated 
who can We elected. The sotth can get along 
with or without free coinage, with or without 
protection, for we have natural advantages 
which enable us to stand agreat strain, but we 
cannot prosper under a forée bill. I believe 
that the vote of New York is heeessary for 
democratic success. Ihave my doubts about 
our carrying any westermstateexcept, perhaps, 
Indiana. Before each presidential election 
we hear a great deal of talk about carrying 
this or that western state, but I have observed 
that the democracy has not carried a western 
state except Indiana occasionally since the 
war, in a presidential struggle. Texans know 
more about Texan sentiment than New York- 
ers, and New Yorkers are more familiar with 
political feeling im New York than outsiders. 

The Voice of New York. 

“The unanimous vote of a democratic con- 
vention, legally organized, in the state of New 
York, has declared to the people of the coun- 
try that Senator Hill is the choice of the 
democracy of that state for the presidential 
nomination, and Iam willing to accept that 
declaration as true. 


“Hill is sound upon the tariff. He hasgiven | 


the country to understand that he would not 
veto a free coinage billif elected. He has the 
prestige of success. He has never been de- 
feated. He ‘turns the rascals out.’ The only 
opposition to him in New York is not per- 
sonal, but it isavowedly against the convention 
which nominated him. 

“It was legally convened and lawfully held, 
and the ‘kickers’ so called, if they be good 
democrats, will bow to the will of the party. 
If not they ought to have no voicein a demo 
Cratic convention. The charge that Hill is 
under the control of Tammany is devoid of 
truth. He is nota man tobe dominated by 
Individuals or organizations. But the hue and 


cry against Tammany, which has been raised } 


by a number of democrats, particularly in the 
south, is largely attributable toa lack of 
knowledge on their part of the composition, 
Scope and object of that organization. 

“After the war Tammany was the only or- 
ganized democratic organization of prominence 
in the coufitry, and was the nticleus around 
which the democracy could rally. It was and 
is essential to democratic suecéss. It is called 
‘the machine.’ ‘The machine’ simply means 
Organization. Disintegrate Tammany and it

She puts tp men of 
brains and character for responsible public 
positions, arid carries the elections in the city 
and in the state cf New York. Even thoso 
who declajm against the organization get up 
earlyin the morning of the day after each 
presidential etéction and anxiously inquire, 
‘How did New York.go?’ and they feel elated 
if ‘democratic’ is the answer. 

‘And this will be the response to the ques- 
tion if Hill is noininated.” 

The Idaho Senatorship. 

In the senate today, the right of Dubois 
to retain his seat was atfizimed by a vote 
of 55 to 5. Senator Hill voted on the 
different propositions in favor of Dubois.

The physicians concede that this 
being the case, the fesult is almost inevi- 
tably fatal. Dr. John A. Vincent, of 
Springfield, 01., the old family physician of 
Mr. Springer, has been telegraphed for at 
the request of the patient, and with the 
approval of the attending physicians in 
this city. While Mr. Springer’s family have 
the greatest confidence in the attending 
physicians, they hope that the presence of 
Dr. Vincent, who is an old friend as well 
as a skillful physician, may buoy up the 
patient, and help him to battle against the 
violence of the disease. This view is 
shared by Drs. Curtis and Verdi, who hope 
for good results on the mental condition of 
the patient. During most of the time, Mr. 
Springer is conscious, aud, although suffer- 
ing most intense pain day and night, is 
fully apprised of the gravity of his con- 
dition. 

The Latest from Springer. 

At midnight the condition of Congressman 
Springer is unchanged, if, indeed, there is not 
a slight improvement. That heis no worse is 
sufficient give renewed hope to his friends 
as the nature\of his malady'is such that every 
hour he succeeds in battling away death means 
that he, and not the disease, is the gainer 
Incidentally learning from watchers in his 
chamber that an Associated Press representa- 
tive was in the house, he requosted that he be 


admitted to the sick room, and even found’ 


strength enough to draw his arm from beneath 
the cover and grasp his visitor’s hand. 

‘Tam no worse tonight,”’ said the sick man, 
“and I believe I am going to geta fresh hold. 
Ii I ean just keep down this cough, which is 
stifing me, I am al! right.” 

Just at this moment there was a recurrence 
of the fit of deepneryous coughing, which con- 
vulsed his frame in agony. This peouliar and 
singularly dangerons cough is induced, the 
physicians say, by the condition of his brain, 
rather than an affection of the lungs, as ery- 
sipelas of the face and head, while it has pos- 
sibly not yet penetrated tothe brain, has cer- 
tainly seriously disturbed the condition of that 
organ. It is the belief of the physicians 
that if no change for the worse 
takes place before tomorrow noon, there 
will be reason to hope for his recovery. In- 
ability tosleep and a nervous desire of the 
patient to talk to any one within reach are re- 
garded as but indications of the harrassed and 
and restless condition of his brain, and the 
physicians now find this inability to repose}the 
greatest menace of his life.

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BARRETT'S ANSWER 


To the Speech -of Tom Watson of the 
Tenth District. 


TOM'S PLEA OF INJUSTICE FILED. 


He Parades His Political Virtue Be- 
fore the House, 


BUT BARRETT  UNMASKS HIM, 


And Refers to a Previdus Occasion 
When He Knocked the Congress- 
man Out of Sorts. 


Washington, March 3.—(Specfal.)—Mr. Wat- 
son, of Georgia, appearodin the house today 
in another new rolé—that of a reformer. 

He proposes to reform a right previously 
eonceded to newspapers of expressing and 
quoting opinions as to men and matters. 

He arose to a question of personal privilege 
today, and demanded the reading of the special 
dispatch from Washington in last Monday’s 
Constitution, relative to his vote with the re- 
publiean party in the Craig-Stewart contested 
election case, in which two republican mem- 
bers of the committee joined with the demo- 
crats in reporting in favor of Mr. Craig. 

What the Dispatch Stated. 

The dispatch stated as a fact that Mr. Wat- 
son had been a democrat, agpird partyite and 
now plays in the role of a republican; that ho 
voted squarely with the republicans against 


‘seating the democratic contestant, who Was 


fairly elected. It further stated, as an opin- 
ion based on the fact and expressions of mém- 
bers here, that democrats could place but one 
construction upon Mr. Watson’s yote, and that 
was he was playing to the republican party. 

It then said: “The opinion has been ex- 
pressed that he expects financial aid from that 
party in his next race for congress. Indeed, 
every one knows that the republican campaign 
committee would willingly aid him fora few 
votés, but those who know Mr. Watson best 
are not uncharitable enough to believe he who 
has been such a sturdy rock-ribbed democrat 
would resort toany such deals for a seas in 
congress.”’ 

Mr. Watson's Statement.} 

In his statement Mr. Watson said that it 
had not been long since his name 
was all the property he had on this 
earth, Hoe then went oon to sfate 
that the attack had been made upon him bythe 
clerk to the speaker; intimates that it was in- 
spired by the speaker himself. 

‘*The statement,’’;he said, ‘‘in so faras it pre- 
tends to state the facts, is false. The speaker 
ef this house knows it to be false. The 
gentleman who wrote it knows it 
to be false. htt, Oh Ever since 
I -have been here the clerk of the 
speaker has thought it was his duty to deride 
m4, ridiculé me and misrepresent me. In the 


article which I have sent to the speaker's 


desk the climax is reached. The time when 
silence was prudence and good policy is past; 
the thme when any man, be he ever so patient, 
would feel driven to his denial and his denan- 
ciation has come, and here, Mr. Speaker, I 
denounce that insinuation, cowardly as it is, 
as a base and infamous falsehood.” 

The Innuendoes Made. 

It Will be noted that Mr. Watson never 
once mentioned the name of The Constitution, 
not did he once mention the correspondent of 
The Constitution. He does not even mention 
which one of the various clerks to the speaker 
was guilty of this outrage, or whether the 
clerk had signed himself as clerk or not, or 
whether he was genuine or not. How- 
ever, every statement of fact mado 
in that dispatch was strictly true save one 
telegraphic error of ‘“‘seventeen’’ instead of 
“fifty-seyen’’ as the number of the votes cast 
for the republican contestee. Mr. Watson 
himself knew the statement to be correct, and 


could not deny a single one of them as a state- 


ment of facts, except the telegraphic error 
mentioned. The record abundantly proves 
this. 

What Offe:ds Mr. Watson. 

What offends Mr. Watson is the opinion 
drawn from his acts and the statements of the 
opinions of democrats here. 

Mr, Watson was eager for notoriety. 

He feeds on notoriety. 

He puffs and swells ap on it. 

Without it he shrinks into insigntficance. In 
this he saw notoriety. It wasat the expense 
of truth, but one who feeds upon notorioty 
does not hesitate to violate all the fules of 
truth or honésty to gain it. Because of this 
desire for notoriety, he seizes upon this dis- 
patch to The Constitution, attributes it to the 
speaker’s clerk, when he knows that the duties 
as speaker’s clerk had no connection with the 
duties as correspondent of The Constitution, 
denounces] it as an infamous falsehood, and 
makés a tabléau. ‘Fhe colored members in 
the gallery and the third party members on 
the floor applaud while the republicans smile, 
and all this because of the expression of an 
opinion by a newspaper correspondent, and 
the quotation of opinions of democrats. 

A Previous Incident Recalled. 

In his spee¢h, Mr. Watson also took occa- 
sion to make an exploitation of his chastity— 
not common among virtuous women. Mr. Wat- 
son’s Animus in the matter datés back to ‘a 
controversy last summer, in which he grossly 
misrepresented both The Constitution and 
myself, as correspondent of The Constitution. 
At that time I proved his statements to be 
false, and denounced him as a ‘‘deliberate 
liar.’ All readers of The Constitutign are 
familiar with that controversy. Mr. Watson 
at that time failed to make’answer, but, pro- 
tected now from reply, is as bold as a lion in 
declaring his virtue.  &£.

MORE OF MR OLCOTT'S PLANS. 


8,800 Miles of Liné to Be Capital- | 
ized at $500,000,000, 


WHICH IS ABOUT $56,800 PER MILE. 


It Isa Big Scheme, but It Is Backed bya 
Strong Syndicate, Who Will Doubt- 
~ jess Push It Through. 


New York, March 3.—(Special.)—The 
name of the reorganized Richmond ‘Terminal 
Company has been changed again and the 
new company will be called the Southern 
Railway Company. 

A Wall street paper today publishes the 
following information about the plan of re- 
organization: ‘ 

“Richmond Terminal first mortgage 4s 
have been increased from $212,500,000 to 
$220,000,000 and the common stock decreas- 
ed from $150,000,000 to $140,000,000. The 
new income bonds have been increased 

$2,500,000 to $65,000,000 with the new pre- 
ferred stock aft $75,000,000 as at first. 

“The total issue of securities, however, on 
the whole system isunchanged—$500,000,- 
000. Of the first mortgage 4s, about $159,- 
000,000 of them will be issued in exchange 
for underlying securities that stand out in 
paying off the floating debts, ete. This will 
leave in the treasury of the reorganized svs- 
tem, which will be called the Southern Rail- 
way Company, $19,000,000 of the first 4s 
for improvements, new equipments, ete. 
About $12,000,000 of the common stock will 
also be held in the treasury.” : 

It will be observed therefore that after the 
various systems shall be consolidated into 
one of 8,800 miles and all the floating in- 
debtedness is liquidated, and from $3,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000 cash turned over to the 
new company by the bankers syndicate (as 
it is estimated will be the case), the Southern 
Railway Company will begin its career with 
from three to five millions cash, $19,000,000 
first mortgage 4s and about $12,000,000 
common stock in its treasury. A prominent 
member of the reorganization committee 
says that the effort to form a bankers’ syn- 
dicate was not begun until Saturday last and 
that six-sevenths of the whole amount has 
been secured. :

Wallace, 80 McDuffie and Gorday will swear, 
drew from his pocket a bottle and askedthem to 
drink. They took asmall drink each from the 
bottle, but immediately detected a strange and 
unnatural taste about the liquor, and called Wal- 
lace’s attention to it. Wallace made some slight 
reply, and eaid, “Come, let’s go up in our rooi, 
and you will get warmed up good before going 
across the river.”’ 

Mr. Gorday accompanied Wallace to his room,

The State Board of Education Holds a 
Meeting, 


AN IMPORTANT SCHOOLHOUSE CASE. 


* 
There Are More Than Seventy-Five Coun- 
ties Yet to Hand in Their Tax Money. 
The Supreme Court Adjourns, 


At the meeting of the state board of educa- 
tion, held yesterday in the office of State 
School Commissioner Bradwell, the case of 
Mrs. Hardie was tie! and decided against 


her. 

Mrs. Hardie applied for a teacher’s place in 
DeKalb county. She stood the required ex- 
amination, but was refused a position, the 
county board holding that her examination 
paper was not satisfactory. She appealed to 
Commissioner Bradwell, who decided that she 
should have the position. 

A further appeal was made to the state 
board of education, and that was why they 
met yesterday. 

The board consists of Governor Northen, 
Secretary of State Philip Cook, Attorney Gon- 
eral W. A. Little, Comptroller General 
Wright and State School Commissioner 
Bradwell. 

The board sustained the decision of the 
DeKalb county board, and Mrs. Hardie will 
not get the teacher’s place she seeks. 

The Tennille Case, 

State School Commissioner Brad well’s atten- 
tion was turned to a very peculiar case yester- 
day morning. 

The case same from Tennille, and comes in 
the shape of acomplaint against the Tennille 
institute. 

A citizen claimed the right to have his child 
goto the Tennille institute free of the fees 
charged by thatinstitution. He claimed that 
since the institute received monoy from the 
state for support it was like all other state 
schools in that it was a free school. 

Dr. Hollitield, one of the county board of 
education, appeared before the state school 
commissioner yesterday and made a statement 
on the part of the Tennille institute. 

Next Monday is the day set apart for the 
decision to be made, and it will be awaited 
with much concern by the people of Tennille, 
and especially the patrons of the Tennille 
institute.

Seventy-Five More Counties.

More than seventy-five counties are yet un- 
heard from, and the treasury is filling slowly 
with the taxes levied for the past year. 

About two million two hundred thousand 
dollars is the levy for the year, though not 
much more than one million five hundred 
thousand dollars has yet been sent to the 
comptroller general’s office. 

There is, however, more money already paid 
in than was collected the whole of 1890. 

It will, of course, be remembered that the 
levy that year lacked about six hundred thon- 
sand dollars being as much as the levy for 1891,

Why Are They so Anxious? 

Wall street seems to be very anxious 
to. have Mr. Cleveland nominated for 
the third time and it does not oceur to 
those sharp, shrewd speculators that 
their efforts to help Mr. Cleveland are 
Going more harm than good. 

The Reform Club, with its sessions at 
No. 10 Wall street, has about kicked 
all the breath out of the Cleveland boom. 
Now we have a card from Mr. John 
Latham, of the firm of Latham, Alexander 
& Co., Wall street brokers, in which he 
advises Georgia democrats who can ear- 
ry New York, and who they ought to 
help nominate as a candidate for the 
presidency. | 

On politics we prefer to take. the 
advice of a solid democratic convention 
like the one that assembled at Albany 
on the 22d of February. These men 
probably know better who can carry 
New York than the Wall. street 
contingent. 

The anxiety on the part of these Wall 
street brokers to have their man nom- 
fpated at the expense of breaking 
up the democratic organization of the 
state, clearly indicates a desire to have 
Mr. Cleveland for other reasons than 
the sood of the party. We cannot recall 
the time when Wall street was ever so 
much interested in a democratic 
powminition. 


A Scoutherner’s Mistake. 

A recent biography of William Gilmore 
Simms, by Professor Trent, a native of 
Virginia, and a professor in the Univer- 
sity of the South, makes the sad mistake 
of portraying southern society from a 
prejudiced and misinformed northern 
standpoint. 

It is true that The New York Herald 
calls it “a book which should delight 
the south,” but The Herald is very poor 
authority in such matters. Professor 
Trent says of the South Carolinians: 

If a son had turned author in a professional 
way the father would have had a sneaking 
feeling that the family had been somehow dis- 
graced. And finally the evil effects, mental 
and moral, of over-lordship—arrogance, con- 
tempt for inferiors, inertia of mind and body 
—continue to sap with increasing force the 
vigor of the individual and of the state. 

In their contempt for native authors they 
were simply reproducing a feeling common 
enough in England a century before. 

Such, in the main, were the men whom 
Simms was destined to Hive with and into 
whose society he longed as a boy to be ad- 
mitted. 

He fails to show that Simms was treat- 
ed with contempt, but, on the contrary, it 
appears throughout the book that the 
novelist and poet was encouraged from 
the first, and was fairly successful in 
® material way, in view of the war 
and other unfavorable events. 

The Raleigh News and Observer thus 
characterizes Professor Trent and his 
work: 

In the first place the picture is not a cor- 
rect one of southern society, and it sufficient- 
jy appears that Professor Trent draws it af- 
ter the fashion of one who bends the pregnant 
hinges of the knee that thrift might follow 
fawning. He gives a certain tone and color- 
ing in hopes that he might recelve a reward. 
To testify incorrectly for value is sufficiently 
GetestaLle—but when one’s own people are in- 
oh d, the act becomes still more reprehen- 

e, 

This is too severe, but it Is not without 
provocation. It is unfortunate that 
Bimnis’s biographer should be so _ thor- 
oughly dominated by eommonplace 
northern ideas of southern ante-bellum 
civilization. And now let the book be 
forgotten—it is move of. a mistake than 
an attack. 

Democratic Ideals. 

Sditor Pleasant Stovall, of The Savan- 
mah Press, has grown somewhat restless 
over the belief that The Constitution and 
Senator Colquitt are going about shatter- 
ing political ideals. Yet we are engaged 
in no small campaign. It is well, once in 
@ great while, to deal with matters from 
@ common-sense point of view. Editor 
Stovall is fresh from an exhaustive study 
of what is thought to be the golden age 
of Georgia polities—when Toombs, and 
Stephens, and Hill, and Johnson, and 
Brown were the leaders. In the course 


of his investigations, he must have dis- ° 


covered a great many interesting facts 
which he has not put in his admirable 
biogoraphy of Robert Toombs. It was 
customary in those golden days for the 
contending parties to catch the floating 
yoters and pen them in cellars and out- 
housesy and in this way make sure of 
their ificorruptibility. Glorious days were 
those when the political ideal shone 
bright somewhere in the firmament, and 
the statesman blew his hot breath in 
laughter upon his overcoat sleeve. 

We have no such golden days now, 
and our methods are somewhat soberer, 
yet we have the same ideals before us 
that were to be found in the orations 
and newspapers of the old days. The 
highest ideal that any party can have 
is to be found in the honesty and integ- 
rity of the common pecople—the average 
citizenship—of the country. This is 
true democracy. When The Constitution 
insists, as it certainly does, that the dem- 
ocratic party should nominate a man 
who can win, is any ideal thereby shat- 
tered? No man can win who has not 
won popular esteem. In this republic, 
mo political corruptionist can have the 
confidence and support of the democrat- 
ie people of his own state and communi- 
fy. The man who can win stands closest 


to the people. What political ideal would | 


be smashed if such a man were made 
president? 

Editor Stovall makes this remark: 
“What the demvceratie party wants, Sen- 
ator Hill says, is to win. If we can win 
without principles, or progress, or high 
moral ideas, so much the better.” Our 
brilliant young friend is flying further 
here than he intended. Does the demo- 


cratic party lack principles, or progress, - 


or high moral ideas? Otherwise it can- 
not win without these qualities. If it 
lacks them, as Editor Stovall appears 
to suggest, the purest and most virtuous 
man could not inject them into the party 
by becoming its candidate. 

We maintain that the principles and 
purposes of the party are its true ideals; 
we maintain that the party really pos- 
sesses these principles and purposes, This 
being so, it follows that success is now 
the most important issue now before the 
party—the success that will put in active 
and vigorous operation these principles 
and purposes, the true ideals of 
democracy. 


A Rotten Third Party Plank. 

The third party platform adopted at 
St. Louis contains several just and popu- 
lar demands, but the whole business is 
killed by Section 12, which reads as 
follows: 

We demand that the government issue _Ie- 
gal tender notes and pay union soldiers the 
difference between the price of the deprecl- 
ated money in which he was paid and gold. 

This was put in to capture the Soldier 
vote of the north, but its effect. is to 
smash the programme of economic reform 
and financial relief urged by the farmers 
and the toiling masses. 

It flatly contradicts the third party's 
plea for economy and just taxation. 

It menaces the people with a flood of 
fiat money, issued to more than double 
the pay of the best paid and best pen- 
s.oned soldiers the world has ever seen. 

It proposes to turn loose billions of 
dollars in the north and- west, leaving the 
south high and dry to take care of her- 
self, 

Now, let us look into this matter. 
Last year the government had on its 
pension rolls about 700,000 names, and 
paid out in pensions during the year 
$118,548,959.77. The new claims com- 
ing in will soon run our annual pension 


| bill up to $200,000,000. 


Yet, in the face of these stupendous 
figures—sixtecn times larger than the 
pensions paid by the German empire—- 
the new party appeals to the tax-ridden 
farmers of the south to bear their propor- 
tion of a gift of billions of dollars to the 
Union soldiers, living and dead—some 
2,500,000 in all! 

During the war gold was at times more 
than double the value of greenbacks. 
Double the pay of these millions of men 
for four years and it will take billions 
of dollars. And all this money, or nearly 
all, will be turned loose in the north and 
west! 

These facts and figures speak for them- 
selves. They require no comment, The 
scheme is to set the government printing 
presses to work printing greenbacks to 
be showered upon the north and west, 
while the poverty-stricken farmers of 
the south will be made hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the favored 
sections, with the certainty of being 
taxed to death in the near future to pay 
their proportion of the bill for benefits 
which they never enjoyed! 

As the lawyers say, when they have a 
plain case, we leave it with you without 
further argument! 


Signs of Trouble in Europe. 


Within the past few months we have 
seen Russia given over to famine and 
fury, and the unemployed masses of 
Berlin plundering the bakeries, while 
they made the welkin ring with their 
revolutionary songs. 

But the spirit of discontent broods over 
other quarters of Europe besides Russia 
and Germany. In England the farmers 
are engaged in aé_ reform crusade 
championed by Gladstone, and the goy- 
ernment is half way inclined to sanction 
a modified socialism. France is traveling 
the same road. In other countries this 
movement is more violent than in the 
last two. Vienna, the gayest and richest 
capital. of Europe, is as badly off as 
Berlin. About 40,000 of her skilled and 
common laborers are out of work. They 
are starving and committing suicide, and 
when bread is distributed they fight over 
it with maniacal fury. In Hungary peo- 
ple are eating the bark of trees. Spain 
is struggling with the anarchists, and the 
unrest of the masses everywhere scems 
to have reached the boiling point. Such 
rulers as the Russian ezar and the Ger- 
man emperor think and act through -the 
medium of bayonets, but hireling soldiers 
cannot always be trusted when revyolu- 
tion is in the air. Sometimes they go over 
by regiments divisions and corps to the 
popular side 

Under similar circumstances in the past 
despots have tried the counter irritant of 
war with their neighbors. This desperate 
expedient will have to be resorted to 
again by some of the great powers, or 
they will have to face their embattled 
subjects at home. When rylers are domin- 
ated by the greed of power, and their 
famine-smitten victims rise out of tho 
dust and ashes of their desolation with 
murder in their hearts, the outlook as- 
Sumes the aspect of the blackest night, 
illuminated only by the torch of- the in- 
cendiary and the gleam of the assassin’s 
dagger. 

Nearly every crowned head in Europe 
is now trying to decide whether it shall 
be war abroad or a reign of terror at 
home. But why postpone the inevitable? 
A little delay will not change the final 
result, nor permanently check tho re 
sistless march of triumphant democracy!

The simple fact is that no law directed at a 
criminal class can possibly become effective 
unless it has some feature which will enlist 
the service and co-operation of the criminals 
themselves, The police are practically power- 
less in case of burglary and similar crimes 
if they cunnot induce the accomplices or as- 


soclates of the offenders to act as informers. 
It is notorious that in a large majority of 
cases the .detective works through the stool 
pigeon, and owes his information to malefac- 
tors. Why, then, shall we not offer to the 
criminals of Washington some inducement 
that will impel them to aid the cause of law 
and order? We need only to make the fine 
high enough and to guarantee to the informer 
one-half of all that is collected, and we shall 
secure, through either the fears or the aya- 
rice of the criminal class, the result which all 
good citizens desire. 

The Post argues that while it is a 
bad thing to encourage informers it is 
better to do that than to. encourage 
murderers, and it is positive that the 
reward system it advocates would alarm 
every ruffian who contemplates a breach 
of the peace. e 

A directly opposite view is held by a 
citizen of Washington who has a letter 
in this same paper. The citizen declares 
that a certain class of lawless people 
cannot be prevented from carrying con- 
cealed weapons, and if law-breakers are 
going to carry them, good citizens should 
be allowed to arm themselves in the 
same way for self-defense. Here is the 
way he puts it: 

The Indian aptly said ‘Gunpowder makes 
all men alike, tall and strong.’’ Take away 
this protection and the small man, the weak 
man, and the invalid are at the mercy of the 
bully. Were law-abiding citizens more gen- 
erally in possession of pistols we would not 
hear of so many cases of persons being .way- 
laid and robbed, and whole train loads of 
people held up by four or five armed villains. 
I hope that no law will meet with approval 
that will weaken the protection of the peace- 
able citizen while it cannot reach to any great 
extent the lawless class. 

While the Washingtonians are dis- 
cussing the question from various 
points of view, they should consider the 
New York practice. In that city good cit- 
izens who feel that they need concealed 
weapons can go to the authorities and 
for a small fee secure permission to go 
armed. This lawfully equips them for an 
encounter with ruffians of the dangerous 
class who carry pistols without a permit. 
In many communities we believe that the 
New York plan would work to the good 
of society. The existing laws on the sub- 
ject in most states, it must be admitted, 


work very unsatisfactorily. 


Colonel Latham, of New York, should now 
send a telegram to Senator Hill congratu- 
lating him on the efforts he is making to re- 
nominate Mr. Cleveland. Then Colonel La- 
tham should take a newspaper and go to 
bed with it. 


There are some curious political ducks in 
New York. Larry Godkin and Colonel La- 
tham ought to pool their issues.

Recorder, then owned and edited by the late 
Dennis Heartt. In early life he went to Ra- 
leigh and there entered journalism on his own 
account and it was not long before he began 
to make himself felt in the state. The Ra- 
leigh Standard as he edited it was a paper of 
marked ability, a fit contemporary of The Ra- 
leigh Register by John C. Syme and The Fay- 
etteville Observer by E. J. Hale, the elder; 
and it was no idle boast, uttered by Mr. Hol- 
den in an injudicious moment, that he “could 
kill and make alive.’”” He was not consistent 
in his politics, having been alternately a 
whig and a democrat, a secessionist until the 
war was on and afterwards an unionist; but 
by the pure force of the man’s ability his pa- 
per retained a large measure of its Influence, 
though in the latter years of the war it often 
greatly angered the confederates and their 
sympathizers; and how a party of confeder- 
ate soldiers once sacked his office and forced 
him to fly to Governor Vance (whom he had 
supported in 1860 and afterwards turned) 
upon) are matters of familiar history. 

Long before the close of the war Mr. Hol- 
den was a republican, and after the brief pe- 
riod of military government was appointed by 
Andrew Johnson, then president of the United 
States, provisional: governor of North Caro- 
lina. In 1868 he was the republican candidate 
for governor and was elected over Thomas §8. 
the conservative candidate. 
This was the most troublous period our state 
has ever experienced. Party spirit was high. 
The excesses of the republican legislature of 
1868-69 had inflamed the conservatives and 
the deeds of lawlessness perpetrated by bad 
men, white and black, of the republican par- 
ty, added fuel to the fire. To regulate society, 
then disordered in its every part, and to take 
the place of the law, the arm of which was 
paralyzed, there was organized the Ku 
Klux Kian, which did much by the prompt- 
ness and severity with which it administered 
‘‘rude justice’’ to hold the more turbulent 
and vicious members of society in subjection. 
The operations of the Klan led to Governor 
Holden’s declaring certain of the northern 
and central counties in rebellion and organiz- 
ing an army, in command of George W. 
Kirk, to suppress the insurrection. This was 
the Kirk-Holden war, the history of which 
need not now be rehearsed. It is enough to 
say of it that Judge George W. Brooks, of 
the United States court, issued writs of 
habeas corpus for the prisoners of war whom 
Kirk bad arrested and confined in jails, and 
took them out of his custody. The civil tri- 
umphed over the military power and the war 
came to an end. The legislature elected in 
1870 had in it a substantial majority of con 
servatives—or democrats, as they had begun 
to call themselves by this time—and ., the 
house of representatives having preferred 
charges, the senate was organized as a eaurt 
of impeachment and Governor Holden was 
tried for “high crimes and misdemeanors,”’ 
found guilty, deposed from office and disfran- 
chised. The trial was the most interesting 
ever conducted in the state and it might be 
profitable and entertaining to dwell upon it 
did space permit. Thomas Bragg and A. 8. 
Merrimon were the principal counsel for the 
prosecution while such lights as W. N. H. 
Smith, Edward Conigland and J. M. McCor- 
kle appeared for the defense. It was a bat- 
tle royal, fought before jurors of whom H. 
©. Jones, of Mecklenburg, and W. M. Robbins, 
of Rowan, were types. Tod R. Caldwell, lMeu- 
tenant-governor, succeeded Holden in the 
gubernatorial chair, and the latter retired to 
private life. About the time of his impeach- 
ment he connected himself with the First 
Baptist church, of Raleigh, and continued in 
its membership until about three years ago, 
when he joined the Methodist church. 

The result of the impeachment trial broke 
his imperious spirit and it is not to be doubt- 
ed that his having been in @ sense outlawed

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MILITARY MATTERS. 


A Major for Each Battalion Is the Latest 
Rule, 


WORK ON THE ENCAMPMENT HUMMING, 


Great Interest Awakening in Military Af 
fairs Throughout the State—The En- 
campment to Be a Success, 


There is one change in military tactics 
brought about by the new rules, that has put 
the military volunteer forces of Georgia to 
thinking. 

It is the question as to 
shall each regiment have. 

By the old tactics, each regiment had two 
majors. This rule has been observed ever 
since the blue-backed Upton’s Tactics became 
the key to national military formation. No 
matter how many companies or how many 
battalions the regiment had, it could have 
only two majors. 

But the new book sa 


how many majors 


there shall be a major 
to every battalion, Ifa regiment has more 
than two battalions, ithas more than two 
majors. Many regiments among the Georgia 
forces have three battalions. 

“You see, each battalion is composed of four 
companies,’’ said Adjutant General Kell in 
explanation yesterday. ‘“‘'The new tactics re- 
quire more attention to be paid to organi- 
zation by battalions than the old. A 
battalion must have its major, and he 
is given much of the authority that heretofore 
has fallen to the captain. When the captains 
draw their companies up In parade line, for in- 
stance, they are turned over into the hands of 
the major. In the regimental form of organi- 
zation, which means according to the old 
tactics, the captains retained their power and 
authority. 

‘There will, I think, be several regiments 
in Georgia that will have to elect another 
major by reason of this change in the tactics.’’ 


The Interest Looking Up. 


A great deal of interest is being aroused all 
over Georgia now, in military matters. 

The fact that the state military encampment 
is just two months off, is stirring the men up 
to a full sense of duty, and every company is 
practicing with the determination to show up 
well when the time comes. 

Lieutenant Satterlee is still visiting the 
cities and towns in the state where these mili- 
tary companies are formed, to inspect their 
organization and discipline. 

He will not finish his work of inspection 
unti! the 15th instant, but it is probable that 
he will have to give it up and go to Griffin 
to superintend the work of arranging tho 
parade grounds for the military encampment. 


Visiting the Site. 


Adjutant General Kell went over the 
grounds of the encampment site yesterday 
afternoon down at Griffin. 

He says the work is being pushed forward 
by a force of forty hands with a great rush, 
and says the _ is clearly given that the 
parade grounds will be almost perfect, 

a the grounds perfectly level?” he was 
asked. 

‘‘No, not perfectly; but wry 8 will be more 
desirable as they are. There isa high hill, or 
elevation, and it is the intention of the author- 
ities to place the camp on the top of this slope. 
This will give a breezy, airy location for the 


camps. 

‘*Further down the hill will be the parade 
ground. It isa slopin round, though not 
enough inclined to make it undesirable for a 
drill ground. It is .not a bit more 
sloping than the parade ground we had at 
Chickamauga last year. 

‘It is our intention to sod the parade ground 
with Bermuda grass next year, and when this 
is done, it will the a drill ground in 
the south, unquestionably.” 

‘*Will Griffin be ready for the encampment ?” 

“Oh, yes. The work of cutting out the un- 
dergrowth, tearing up stumps and levelin 
the site is very nearly complete 
already. But little more remains now 
but to put u the barracks and 
electric lights, which can be done on short 
notice.”’ 

‘‘Whatare the prospects for the encamp- 
ment this year?’’ 

“It is going to be the greatest success of its 
kind ever witnessed among the voluntary sol- 
diery of the southern states. It is certain to 
be even a grander success than last year’s en- 
campment. Of course; the experience we had 
last year will enable us to do better this year.

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THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Fieor of the New York Steck 
Exchange. 
New York, March 3.—In the stock market today the 
t feature was the extraordinary activity in New 
giand, the excitement in which for the first hour 
was most intense. The crowd of brokers that gathered 
at the opening to trade in steek, comprised over one- 
half of the members present, and extended the whole 
-witith of the exchange. The rumors eireulated last 
evening, connecting the Vanderbilts with the road, 
were made the basis of operations in stocks this morn- 
tng, and while there was lively bidding at the open- 
ing and stock soldat different prices from 54 to 59 on 
different sides of the crowd, realizations were so 
heavy that it rapidly retired to 64 before the selling 
pressure was relieved. At 59.it was 3% higher than at 
the close last evening, andat 4it was down 1%, and 
while it rallied from this point to%55'4, it sold between 
54 and 55 for the remainder of the day. Denials of 
stories circulated were received from the Grand Cen- 
tral depot, and after 115,000 shares had changed hands 
iu the first hour, over 70,000 of which were sold during 
the first fifteen minutes, stock gradually settled down 
to something like ordinary animation. The most 
prominent feature of the market outside of New Eng- 
tund were Vanderbilt stocks, all of which displayed: 
considerable activity and strength, Lake Shore at one 
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rumor. Ri¢hmoud Terminal was weak on the sa tenia 
of a hitch in the negotiations, and the steck sold off 
rapidiy at 1% percent, In the reorganization embrac- 
ing $500,000,000 of securities, it is but natural that 
some flaws will be discovered. The decline of Rioh- 
mond Terminal and New England was enough to de- 
moralize the list, especially asjanother 9600,000 in gold 
was ordered for shipment. The market closed looking 
rather ragged. We think, nevertheless, that New 
England is a purchaser after the sharp break today.

NEW YORK, March 3.—The Liverpool market by 
noon today hed advanced &6id above last evening's 
prices. The improvement was due, so our cables say, 
to the continued falling off in the Bombay movement. 
Receipts at that port for the week are only 64,000 bales, 
as against 69,000 bales last year, and the total move- 
ment since the Ist of January shows a deficiency of 
240,000 bales. In our market the improvement abroad 
had but little effect, being offset by the continued exe- 
cution of large selling ordera for Liverpool account, 
such orders being cabled over in connection with the 
arbitrage operations betwoen Liverpeo! and New York. 
The volume of'this business is getting to be very large, 
and through ita medium the weight of the Liverpool 
stock is gradually being transferred to America.

Liverpool, and the early advance there was lost, the 
close being quietand steady at last night's figures, The 
Liverpool orders above referred to seam to have been 
adout the only transactions of importance entered tnto 
in New York today, and trading during the balance of 
the session up to 1 o'clock has been very small and the 
market exceedingly dull, fluctuating within a range of 
not more than 2@3 points. Receipts at New Oricaus 
are gniy 2,800 baies, and the aggregate port deliveries 
for the day promise to be about 13,000 bales, against 
25,000 bales last week and 16,000 bales last year. For 
tomorrow receipte at New Orleans are estimated at 
5,000 to 6,006 bales.

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“RAILROAD NEWS. 


Is It Not Possible for the Atlanta and 
Florida to Pull Through ? 


THE RECEIVERSHIP AGAIN TODAY. 


President Felton, of the East Tennessce, 
and George Pullman Visit Atlanta, 
General Railroad Gossip, 


The stockholders of the Atlanta and 
Florida are in a stew. A receivership is 
the worst thing that could happen to them, 
that is a permanent receivorship would be. 
If the bondholders and creditors put the 
road through a receivorship, and sell it, 
the owners of the common stock would not 
gtand a chance of getting anything. 

There is about one million, one hundred 
thousand dollars of common stock, and, 
perhaps, two huadred and fifty thousand 
dollars of construction company — stock. 
These figures are approximately correct. 
Then, there is in the neighborhood of eight 
hundred thousand dollars of first mortgage 
bonds, $625,000 of which has been placed, 
and is bearing 8 per cent interest, the cou- 
pons falling due in May and November. 

The floating indebtedness which is press- 
ing amounts to $96,000. 

The bondholders are willing to allow 
their May interest to go over until fall, 
if there are any prospects ofall the 
coupons being paid. 

Inasmuch as the stockholders will. be 
wiped out by a permanent receivership, 
they would be bettering themselves” by 
agreeiig to take a second mortgage gold 
bond, say for thirty years, at 6 per cent, on 
a basis of one quarter for one of common 
atock and one-half for one of construction 
company stock. If some such exchanze 
could be made, the pressing — liabilities 
could be arranged for much less. than 
$96,000. 

Sunerintendent Garrett, of the Atlanta 
and florida,appears before Judge Marshall 
Clarke this morning, to show cause why 
he should not turn the road over to Judge 
Speer’s receiver, Mr. Plant, of Macon. 
This is the first time the case has been be- 
fore Judge Clarke on its merits and the 
facts. He has had no opportunity § to 
consider the question of jurisdiction raised 

tween the state and federal courts. 

The principal points in the case are: 

The original application for a receiver 
was filed by Payne and Tye before Judge 
Clarke of the state court. A receiver was 
not appointed immediately, and Calhoun, 
King and Spalding filed another petition 
with Judge Lkmory Speer of the United 
States court. Judge Speer appointed Mr. 
R. H. Plant, of Macon. About two hours 
Jater, on the same day, Judge Clarke ap- 
pointed Captain Garrett. Mr. Plant’s at- 
torney, Mr. Alex King, went to the At- 
lanta and Florida office and stated that 
he would take possession of the property 
under Judge Speer’s appointment of Mr. 
Plant. 

Mr. King had been in the office ten 
minutes when Captain Garrett entered, 
and, stating that he had been appointed by 
Judge Clarke, refused to surrender the 
property. 

A few days later, Judge Speer issued a 
rule requiring Captain Garrett*to show 
cause why he was not in contempt for re- 
fusing to surrender the road. When the 
case came up. the 1 erage of jurisdiction 
was raised. Judge Speer decided that he 
bad jurisdiction, and sustained Mr. Plant. 

If Judge Clarke decides that he had 
jurisdiction, and sustains Captain Garrett, 
the case will go into _the higher courts. 


D. MILLER’S TWO OFFICES, 


The Queen and Crescent Traffic Manager 
Will Also Be General Freight Azent. 

R. X. Ryan, gene al freight agent of the 
Queen and Cresce: t, has resigned, and D. 
Miller, traffic manager, will discharge the 
duties of both offices. 

It was reported that T. S. Davant, general 
freight agent of the East Tennessee, would 
extend his jurisdiction over the Queen and 
Crescent, but The Constitution had it yester- 
day from the highest authority that Mr. Miller 
will hold both positions. 

Mr. Ryan’s name is not mentioned in con- 
nection with any position so faras learned. 
The purpose of the erstem seems to be to econ- 
omize. By cons lidatng the two offices one 
salary issaved. Nuw the question is asked: 
Will a similar step be taken on the 
East Tennessee. Edwin Fitzgerald is traftic 
manger and T.S. Davant is general freight 
agent. Mr. Davant has such a high reputa- 
tion asa freight man that railroad men say 
the company would be standing in its own 
light to make a consolidation of his office with 
the traffic manager’s. There has been talk of 
one general passenger traftic agent for the two 
systems with a statf cf assistant general pass- 
enger agents under him, but no general passen- 
ger agent. D. G. Edwards, general passenger 
agent of the Queen and Crescent, and B. W. 
Wrenn holds the same position with the East 
Tennessee. Last December it was reported 
that Mr. Riverson, formerly of the Erie, 
would be the passenger traffic manager. 

That report gained some credence from the 
family relationship between President Felton 
end Mr. Rivearson. He is not mentioned in that 
connection now, however. Indeed, no change 
is probable until the general reorganization of 
the Terminal’s properties begins. What will 
occur then is as uncertain as the direction of 
the wind next year. 3

President Felton, of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, and of the Queen and 
Crescent railroad systems, wasin Atlanta for 
afew hours yesterday. He traveled in his 
private car, and was accompanied by his wife 
and a small party of friends. Mr. Felton took 
in the mardi gras at New Orleans, and is now 
On an inspection trip over tha East Tennessee 
system. While in the city he visited Superin- 
tendent Beauport’s office, looked through the 
yardsand dropped in at the Kimba!l house 
ticket office. He ieft at 4 o’clock for 
Branswick. Vico Fresident Fink, who was 
with the party at New Orleans, has returnod 
to New York. 

An Advance Proposed. 

Copies of a circular letter from President J. 
©. Clarke, of the Mobile and Ohio, have 
been received in Atlanta urging a general ad- 
vance of 1 mill per ton per mile on southern 
railways. President Clarke has sent this let- 
ter to all railway managers in the southern 
states. He shows that on an average haul of 
300 miles, such an advance would impose 
upon the producer and consumer the follow- 
ing additional charges for transportation:

Tax Collector Stewart Making Out the 
Kiegistration List. 

Have you registered? 

The question is a timely one. 

If you

Tax Collector Stewart is hard at work 
making out the registration list for this 
year. 

Aud it is a big task which he has just be- 
gun. 

He sat by his table yesterday with a 
mountain of white and blue papers piled 
up beside him. 

In front of him were thirteen separate 
piles of these papers, to which he was con- 
stuutly adding, from the big pile beside 
him. 

“I am getting up the list by wards, first,’ 
said he, “those twelve heaps represent the 
six wards, the blue piles being the colored 
voters.” - 

‘The thirteenth pile--the 
thirieenth—represeuted the country 
payers. 

‘*And,” said Collector Stewart, “the reg- 
istration in the country districts is larger 
than I bave ever known it before. he 
allianeemen are going to vote, sure.” 

It is no little work to make out a regis- 
tration list with the name of every tax- 
payer in the county. The list has to be 
made alphabetically by wards and dis- 
tricts, with the white and colored voters in 
separate lists. 

The colored voters all register on blue 
slips, which makes the work of separating 
them from the whites comparatively easy. 

The law requires that the list be com- 
pleted fifteen days before any state, county 
or national election. 

Mr. Stewart and his assistants will be 
kept busy getting the list ready by the 
next election, which occurs in October. 

The total number of white and colored 
voters, whose names will be on the list, 
ranges between five and six thousand. A 
great mauy nersons have paid their taxes 
but have failed to register. On the other 
hand it is likely that a good number have 
registered without first paving their taxes.
